Valley hard hit by one-two 
punch of heavy rain,winds 


Water-logged Southland 
braces for more storms

Southern California braced for another 
storm today, already soggy from heavy 
rains that have saturated hills, flooded 
streets, and forced temporary evacua­ 
tions of scores of homes. 
Four 
persons 
are 
known to have 
drowned since the series of heavy show­ 
ers began pelting the area Saturday. Los 
Angeles County alone recorded 20 fatal 
automobile accidents, 
and authorities 
said many of them were storm related. 
In San Luis Obispo, where a cloud­ 
burst dumped 2.3 inches of precipitation 
on the hill-enclosed town in less than half 
an hour, the county supervisors Monday 
appealed to Gov. Ronald Reagan to de­ 
clare the county a disaster area. 
By 7 a.m. today the storm had deposit­ 
ed 6.49 inches of rain on Los Angeles 
Civic Center. 
Near Santa Barbara, the bodies of two 
of the three persons drowned when a raft 
capsized in Arroyo Burro Creek were 
recovered Monday. 
A fourth drowning victim was a man 
swept out to sea by waves at Redondo 
Beach. 
In San Luis Obispo, many schools were 
closed Monday, but rains slackened suf­ 
ficiently to begin cleaning out stores 
in four blocks flooded in the downtown 
area. 
Landslides periled motorists on the 
Cuesta Grade on U.S. 101 just north of 
San Luis Obispo. Other major slides

were reported on California 1 in Monter­ 
ey County, and on U.S. 101 in Monterey 
County’s San Ardo area. 
Early today the northbound lanes of 
Interstate 5 were closed from the Ante­ 
lope Valley Freeway to Caliornia 138 
due to slides. 
There were numerous power failures 
throughout the Los Angeles area early 
today. 
In the Santa Maria district, U. S. 101 
was restricted to persons traveling on 
serious business or emergencies for a 
few hours Monday evening because of rain 
and high winds. The restriction was lift­ 
ed before midnight. 
Many mountain areas reported unusual 
rainfall totals. The San Marcos pass 
district in Santa Barbara Countv had a 14- 
inch total for the storm by early Monday 
evening. 
Thirty families were evacuated from 
their homes in the Ojai Valley of Ventura 
County Monday after the Ventura Ri­ 
ver overflowed. M atiliji Dam in the same 
area had received almost 12 inches of 
rain by dusk Monday. 
Another 20 families left their homes in 
the Colonia area of Oxnard after heavy 
rains

poles, and 
threatened to topple them on homes. 
The hillside home of Mr. and Mrs.

Day of reckoning for Garrison 
as famous Shaw trial begins

NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - The day of 
reckoning arrived for Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison and defendant Clay L. Shaw 
today in the start of Garrison's "Case 
of the Century" effort to prove Shaw con­ 
spired to murder President John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
Since mid-February, 1967, when Gar­ 
rison announced that he and his staffhad 
"solved" the assassination, a vague but 
insistent question has been nudging the 
minds of Americans and much of the rest 
of the world: "Has that fellow down in 
New Orleans really got something?" 
The trial that will provide the answer 
was scheduled to start today. 
Questioning 
of prospective 
jurors 
before Judge Edward A. Haggerty Jr . 
was beginning at 8 a.m. PST. 
A legal technicality required the re- 
arraignment of Shaw before jury pick­ 
ing began. He has stoutly maintained 
his innocence. 
Free on $10,000 bond, the 55-year-old 
bachelor has lived quietly in his apart­ 
ment in the French Quarters since his 
arrest on March 1, 1967. He is a retired 
businessman. 


While Garrison stayed in his office 
down the hall from the trial room, Asst. 
Dist. Atty. James L. Alcock, 35, was the 
main prosecutor. Garrison makes only 
rare court appearances. 
F. Irvin Dymond, the chief defense 
attorney, took the opportunity of a hear­ 
ing on a staff motion Monday to file an 
answering motion pointing out that "the 
actual assassination" of Kennedy “ is 
not even alleged" in the state's formal 
charge. The indictment charges Shaw 
"conspired in September, 
1963 with 
David William Ferrie and Lee Harvey 
Oswald and others" to kill Kennedy. 


All the alleged conspirators but Shaw 
was dead. Ferrie, 49, a former airline 
pilot with a record of an arrest on a hom­ 
osexuality charge, was found dead in his 
New Orleans apartment on Feb. 22, 1967, 
four days after Garrison had first an­ 
nounced his probe was underway. 


It was at a party in that apartment, the 
state’s star witness, Perry Raymond 
Russo, testified at a preliminary hear­ 
ing, that Shaw (whom he identified in the 
courtroom), 
Ferrie 
and Oswaid dis­ 
cussed plans for the assassination.

Torrential rains and near-hurricane 
winds swept Lompoc Valley and sur­ 
rounding points for the third night in a 
row, last night, causing mud slides in 
some areas, downing trees, and swelling 
Lake Cachuma to near spill levels. 
Telephone lines into the reservoir 
area were down this morning, but Ca­ 
chuma officials in the field reported 
by radio that the lake was within 10 
feet of going over the top and rising. 
Rains had subsided somewhat this morn­ 
ing, but the officials reported the lake 
surface was rising last night at the rate 
of six inches an hour. 
Elsewhere in the eastern mountain 
areas, the officials reported Gibralter 
and Juncal dams spilled yesterday, but 
the surge of water had not yet reached 
Cachuma today. 
In Lompoc, William Barrett, city dir­ 
ector of public works, reported the 
city's sewer plant which is located in a 
curved bend of the Santa Ynez River, 
is safe for the present. He said it would 
take rains of greater intensity and dura* 
tion than the current levels to endanger 
the facility. 
Weather recorders at the city's water 
treatment plant on North Avenue report­ 
ed 1.13 inches of rain since 8 a.m. yes­ 
terday, and 3.44 inches since the advent 
of the storm Saturday. The rainfall raised 
the season’s total to 9.20 inches, com­ 
pared with 3.83 inches last year at this 
time. 
Elsewhere, on the storm front, Mrs. 
Joe Cabral Jr., on San Julian Road, re­ 
ported 1.75 inches during the last 24 
hours, and 5.67 inches since the storm 
began. The season total at that location 
south of Lompoc is now 12.82 inches, 
compared with 5.21 inches last year. 
At Vandenberg Air Force Base, offi­ 
cials reported 1.14 inches of rainfall dur­ 
ing the last 24 hours, and 3.94 inches for 
the storm. The season total is now 
15,51 inches. The total could be a new 
record for this time of year, the offi­ 
cials said. 
High winds buffetted the Valley and 
military points through the night. At 
Vandenberg Air Base wind gauges rec­ 
orded maximum wind velocity of more 
than 43 miles an hour yesterday morm 
ing. Gauges ai Tranquillón Peak on South 
Vandenberg recorded velocities of more 
than 80 miles an hour. No damage was re­ 
ported to the m ilitary facilities. 
High winds gusted to near hurricane 
force swept lower reaches of Lompoc 
Valley overnight. A small sports car 
slid into a drainage area at A Street and 
Cypress Avenue late yesterday. A pri­ 
vate citizen told police the water swirl­ 
ing around the car nearly covered the 
taillights. No further report was avail­ 
able. 
Falling tree limbs knocked out power 
briefly in scattered locations in the city 
according to a survey by Emil Scolari 
utilities director, this morning. Street 
lights on East Walnut Avenue blinked 
out at about 8 p.m. yesterday as a result 
of the wind and rain. 
Power was out on North R Street, near 
Maple Avenue for about an hour from 4 to 
5 a.m. today. The problems were quick­ 
ly corrected in most cases. Emergency 
crews restored power to North H Street 
businsses at noon yesterday, after 24 
hours of darkness, Scolari blamed a 
short circuit in an underground line at 
Central Avenue and H Street.

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Community Development Center: 
place of hope for "down and out'

The 50-year-old woman sat on 
a small couch in the tiny trail­ 
er, with a split rib and her neck 
in a brace. She is unable to 
work. Food supplies are dwin­ 
dling; she is down to canned 
meat and vegetable juice. 
Living 
with 
her 
are two 
grandchildren, of whom she has 
custody, and a son, an unem­ 
ployed truck J-iver. The girls 
are six and seven years old. 
They need clothes, 
proper 
food, 
other 
amenities. The 
grandmother wants them to con­ 
tinue their music lessons. 
But Mrs. X earns only $1.50 
an hour as a housecleaner, 
whenever she is able. Her hus­ 
band, crippled with arthritis, 
earns just enough to support 
himself as a ranch laborer. Un­ 
til now, the mother, as well as 
the son, has been too proud to 
ask for welfare. 
Mrs. X is one of the some 15 
different families assisted each 
month by the Community De­ 
velopment Center at 112’j E. 
Ocean. Funded by the Office 
for Economic Opportunity, it is 
administered by the Communi­ 
ty Action Commission of Santa 
Barbara County, and is a part 
of the over-all Anti - Poverty 
Program. 
Adivising Mrs. X on the prop­ 
er course of action is one of the 
Center's functions. Headed by 
director Mrs. Alice Lopez and 
community 
development aide 
Mrs. Olga Gonzalez, the Cen­ 
ter essentially acts as liaison 
between low - income families 
and the community to encour­ 
age self - help and give infor­ 
mation on the proper agencies 
to contact for monetary and oth­ 
er assistance. 
After sympathetic inquiries 
by Mines. Lopez and Gonzalez, 
Mrs. X is advised to make an 
appointment 
with the County 
Welfare Dept, to determine her 
eligibility and to ask for food 
surplus 
and 
aid 
to 
depen­ 
dent children. 
Another case involved an el­ 
derly grandmother left with the 
care of two small grandchil­ 
dren 
aliandoned 
by the par­ 
ents. She isn’t too proud to ask 
for help, but the pittance still 
is not adequate. The house has 
the sm ell of poverty. Without 
proper diet, the children are 
languid and lackluster in ap­ 
pearance. 
Though all ethnic levels are 
spanned, the majority of cases 
deals with Spanish - Ameri­ 
cans or Mexican seasonal work­ 
ers. 
Consequently, 
bi­ 
linguists at the Community De­ 
velopment Center are required 
to bridge the communications 
gap. 
Apparently, the biggest socio- 
psychological 
blocks are the 
langugage barrier and lack of 
education. Children enroll in 
local 
public 
schools without 
knowledge of English. Many of 
the parents speak only margi­ 
nal English and have trouble 
finding jobs. Some lack the am­ 
bition to hurdle the obstacles. 
Others 
are 
overwhelmed by 
the complexity of government 
agencies and have difficulty in 
filling out forms for welfare or 
Social Security. 
Some house calls are made 
several times before contact is 
made. Sometimes the family is 
not eligible or doesn’t desire 
help. 
Burgeoning referrals are re­ 
ceived from and given to such 
agencies as Family Planning, 
County Welfare, Catholic Wel­ 
fare, 
County Health Dept., 
Health 
and 
Welfare Coordi­ 
nating 
Council 
of Lompoc. 
Schools, 
churches, civic or­ 
ganizations and individuals re­ 
fer needy families as well as in­ 
quire about the possibilities of 
family adoption. 
“The basis for this adop­ 
tion program is to provide re­ 
assurance for the needy family 
that the community is concern­ 
ed about them,” says Mrs. Lo­ 
pez. 
Outings 
are especially 
planned for mothers without 
transportation, with language 
barriers or too many children. 
Home visits and personal con­ 
tact with the adopter, emer­ 
gency transportation, food bas­ 
kets to supplement skimpy bud- 
gets and clothing are other ben­ 
efits. 
During 
Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, 
food baskets and 
other donations from interested 
citizens are channeled through 
the Center. For donations, as 
well as adoptions, the Center 
obtains permission first from 
the family. “ We encourage don­ 
ors to keep this a year-round 
project, not just for Christmas 
or 
Thanksgiving,” says Mrs. 
Lopez. “ At present, seven fam­ 
ilies are being taken care of by 
our referrals.” 
Supplements under the Com­ 
munity Development Center in­ 
clude 
the 
Mother’s 
Helping 
Hand 
Club 
and 
the Family 
Planning program. The Club 
is a self-help experiment com­ 
prised of an average of 35 low-

President Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
prepared to leave the last of 
30,000 well-wishers who turned 
out to celebrate his inaugura­ 
tion, he said he had been given 
a key to the White House front 
door and “ I’ve got to go home 
and see if it fits.” 
He had no trouble getting in, 
of course, and the nation’s new 
first family retired for the night 
—weary but very happy after a 
long day of inaugural festivities 
that ended in a tour of seven 
spectacular balls he;d at six 
different locations. 
For the President, his wife, 
Pat, and their two daughters, 
Tricia and Julie, it was a joyful 
but 
rigorous 
evening 
that 
carried over into the early 
hours of the morning. 
The First Family hurried 
through the rainswept capital to 
greet capacity crowds attending 
inaugural balls at five down­ 
town hotels and the Smithsonian 
Museum of History and Techno­ 
logy. 
Each stop of about 30 minutes 
had basically the same format. 
After entering an elaborately 
decorated ballroom, the Nixons 
made their way through cheer­ 
ing 
crowds 
to 
a 
central 
platform as an official band 
played “ Hail to the Chief.” 
After 
a 
few 
minutes 
of 
waving 
and 
sm iles, 
Nixon 
introduced his wife, daughters 
and the rest of the presidential 
party including Tricia’sescort, 
Douglas Rogers, son of Secreta­ 
ry of State William P. Rogers, 
and Julie’s new husband, David 
Eisenhower, grandson of form­ 
er President Eisenhower. 
Then, 
the President spoke 
briefly, coming up frequently 
with one line jokes that had the 
guests roaring. 
At one of the first celebra­ 
tions he visited, Nixon noted all 
nine Supreme Court justices 
were present and cracked it 
was “ the wily time all nine 
were 
dancing 
to 
the 
same 
tune.” The joke got so many 
laughs that the chief executive 
repeated 
it 
at 
each 
party 
afterward. 
At another hotel, when the 
microphone went dead while he 
was speaking, Nixon concluded 
that 
“ we’ve 
got 
Democrats 
here.” 
There was no time to dance 
and, even if there had been, 
there probably would not have 
been room. Looking out on the 
jam-packed dance floor at one 
ball, Nixon said he knew now 
“ what 
they mean by 
'bring 
them together.” 
But the guests, who paid at 
least $35 per person to attend 
one of the balls and a few who 
spent $1,000 for eight box seats, 
had a good time drinking and 
dancing when possible to the 
music of such old-time favo­ 
rites as Guy Lombardo, Bob 
Crosby, 
Sammy 
Kaye 
and 
Lionel Hampton. 
Nixon saved his only truly 
serious remark for the last ball 
he visited. Just before leaving 
—about 1:15 a.m. —he said;

JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (UPI) 
-F or five years, the peace and 
beauty of the Texas hill country 
sustained Lyndon B. Johnson 
when the strain of the country’s 
highest office became almost 
too much to bear. 
Today Johnson was home to 
stay, a private citizen after 38 
years spent in public service 
and five years and 59 days after 
he took the oath of office as 
President in Air Force One on a 
fateful November day in Dallas. 
“ I don't have to be concerned 
about everything that happens 
now,” Johnson said when he 
arrived in Texas, aboard that 
same plane. “ The responsibili­ 
ty is somewhere else. It’s a 
great relief.” 
Johnson, 
misty-eyed 
and 
choked 
with 
emotion, 
was 
greeted by a crowd of cheering 
Texans, more than 5,000 strong, 
at Bergstrom Air Force Base in 
Austin. 


“ We had a great day, but the 
time had come,” he said. “ You 
don’t know how wonderful it 
feels just to be with you in this 
part of the country we love so 
much.” 
He spoke with relief of being 
free to ride the range and “ not 
have that man with the bag 
following me.” 
He 
was 
speaking 
of 
the 
security agent who carried the 
sachel containing nuclear at­ 
tack codes. 
Accompanied 
by his wife, 
Lady 
Bird, 
and 
his 
two 
daughters, 
Luci 
Nugent and 
Lynda Bird Robb, Johnson flew 


from Austin to his ranch. 
It was a highly charged day 
for the Johnson family. The 
daughters spent the night in the 
seven-foot Lincoln bed and cried 
when they finally left the great 
mansion that they once referred 
to as the “ white zoo.” 


“ I felt differently within four 
seconds after I heard the oath,” 
Johnson said. “ I feel for him 
and I know what he will be 
facing up to.” 
Twice, once on Air Force One 
and once at the Austin airport, 
Johnson reflected on how bound 
up his life had been with the 
nation’s capital. 


“ I took my bride there; we 
had our two children there and 
one fcrandd&ughter Rifcfe,’* he 
said. “ Now I’m coming home to 
the place where my grandson 
was born. The time had come.” 


Humphrey 
unhappiest 
man there 
WASHINGTON (UPI)-4t was 
the moment Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey had dreamed of but it 
wasn’t 
his. 
It 
belonged 
to 
another — President Richard M. 
Nixon. 
But if one person knew how 
Humphrey felt, it was Nixon. 
Humphrey, who wanted so 
much to become president, was 
a bit player in the drama of the 
inauguration. 
Of all the people gathered on 
the east steps of the Capitol 
Humphrey must have been the 
saddest. 
The standrad bearer of the 
politics of joy was grim and 
unsmiling at the swearing-in of 
a Republican president—Nixon 
—the man who defeated him in 
a tight presidential election. 
Like Humphrey in 1969, Nixon 
on inauguration day of 1961 was 
an incumbent vice president 
who had failed in the quest for 
the White House. 
Of the four main characters 
in the transition, Humphrey was 
the

on

platform, 
shortly followed by Johnson. 
Humphrey, almost methodi­ 
cally congratulated Agnew and 
Nixon after they were sworn in 
and 
shaking hands with the 
clergy after each of the lengthy 
prayers. 
At the end, Mrs. Humphrey

and 
was 
comforted by Mrs. Johnson. 
Humphrey remained stoic. 
Then he disappeared quietly 
after 
four 
years 
as 
vice 
president, 16 years as senator 
and 10 weeks as the Democratic 
presidential candidate. He no 
longer belonged. 
It is the beginning of the new 
career for Humphrey which will 
include teaching in two universi­ 
ties in Minnesota, many lec­ 
tures 
and 
speeches and an 
active effort to revitalize the 
Democratic party.

The skipper of the USS Pueblo 
has placed a good share of the 
blame on his Navy superiors 
and the United States govern­ 
ment 
for

intelligence ship to the North 
Koreans. 
Cmdr.

M. 
Bucher, 
lengthy 
but 
sharp 
in 
his 
answers, 
spent 
a 
full 
day 
testifying 
Monday 
at 
the 
opening 
session 
of a 
five 
admiral court of inquiry. He 
pulled no punches. 
The 41-year-old Bucher, a 
civilian attorney at his side, 
stated: 
—He 
was 
told 
the 
risk 
involved in intelligence surveil­ 
lance 
off the North Korean 
coast was considered “ mini­ 
mal” —an estimate involving the 
State Department and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
—He was “ not prepared” for 
an attack on his vessel and had 
not conducted such drills as 
“ repelling boarders.” 
—The chief of naval open* 
tions rejected his suggestion 
that a “ destruct system” to 
destroy secret equipment be 
installed on 
the 
Pueblo as 
because it would require too 
much time and money. 
—The only means to destroy 
electronic gear were fire axes 
and sledge hammers. 
—It would have taken two and 
one-half hours to scuttle the 
ship. 
—Two 
machine guns were 
installed on deck just before the 
Pueblo sailed but drills were 
called off when four-inch ice 
froze the tarpaulins. 
—Paper 
shedders 
and 
an 
incinerator to burn classified 
documents 
were 
inadequate, 
although some top secret papers 
were destroyed. 
Bucher, still gaunt and thin 
but looking all an officer in 
dress blues, crewcut and erect 
bearing, told the court that only 
once did he ask the Navy what 
might happen if his ship came 
under attack. 
He said he spoke with the 
captain on the operations staff 
at the Pacific Fleet Command 
in Pearl Harbor. 
“ I was told the Navy had 
plans to react as well as the Air 
Force,” Bucher said. 
“ However, it was explained 
that the commitments of planes 
in the event of a general war 
were such that it was not likely 


that either Navy or Air Force 
planes 
could 
come 
to 
any 
assistance in time to save my 
ship.” 
Capt. W i llia m Newsome, 
counsel for the court, said: 
“ In fact, you knew that the 
chances of other forces coming 
to your aid were almost non­ 
existent?” 
“ That is correct,” Bucher 
said. 
The court, which has only the 
power to recommend further 
possible action, convened in the 
amphitheatre of a school at the

Chicken soup 
advised as 
flu therapy 


Along with the Hong Kong flu, 1968 
is sure to go down in medical history 
as the year old-fashioned, warming, nu­ 
tritious chicken soup attained official 
recognition as therapy for flu symptoms. 
Hot chicken soup has competed with 
aspirin in many homes as a panacea 
for “whatever ails you.” 
However, it was only during the recent 
epidemic that a member of New York 
City’s 
health 
department 
added the 
soup to a list of recommendations being 
offered by the Department to make the 
unpleasant symptoms of the respiratory 
disease more bearable. 
Aspirin, rest in bed, and drinking lots 
of fruit juice and other liquids continue 
to be the treatment most physicians 
recommend to any flu victim. Use of 
sprays or drops are also often recom­ 
mended for relief of nasal congestion, 
and to help relieve postnasal drip. A 
medicine for the cough that may linger 
after other symptoms have gone is also 
indicated. 
The advantage of chicken soup appar­ 
ently is that it makes the patient feel 
better. Apropos of this theory, it is 
interesting to note that another physi­ 
cian on the staff of the New York City’s 
health department recommended m arti­ 
nis or beer — in moderation, of course. 
Asked to comment on these rather un­ 
convention therapies, the City’s health 
commissioner said that they tended to 
relax a person, which is all to the good.

With a lull in hunting and 
fishing activities locally, we 
took a little time off for a 
jaunt to the Desert Hot Springs 
area in an effort to warm up 
away from the wind and rain. 
Of course a fishing rod was 
included in the well-packed car 
as the Salton Sea was not far 
away and we had hopes of pos­ 
sibilities. 
But we headed for the Sal­ 
ton Sea and a chance at land­ 
ing some corvina only to be 
waylaid by fog and cold weath­ 
er. Checking with local tackle 
and fishing experts in the des­ 
ert area we learned fishing in 
the Salton Sea currently was 
not worth the effort and should 
not be tried until better weath­ 
er graces the area. 


Fishing in the northern areas 
of our own haunts has picked 
up on the steelhead front. North 
of Cambria, we heard steel- 
head have been seen in the 
surf, including one which weigh­ 
ed nine pounds, three ounces 
that was caught in the surf 
off Pico Creek. Several other 
fish were also landed by surf 
fishermen trying the northern 
San Luis Obispo County waters. 
At the time of the report all 
stream s were still land-locked 
but by now, after the weekend 
storm, all should be running. 
Anglers deciding to try the wa­ 
ters that far north are caution­ 
ed to first check at Webster’s 
Tackle Store below San Simeon 
for the latest and probably most 
authentic information on stream 
conditions. 
Salmon fishermen ma> find a 
good season when it opens south 
of Tomales Bay February 15. 
Rock fishermen have already 
reported seeing evidence of sal­ 
mon off of San Luis Obispo Coun­ 
ty shores. When that season 
opens size limits will be the 
same although the limit has 
been cut from three fisli to two 
fish. 


We often get requests, especi­ 
ally from newcomers to the area 
and those making their first at­ 
tempts at fishing, for pointers 
on local surf fishing tricks. 
Since fishing is currently pret­ 
ty much in a lull, this we feel 
is a good time for a short dis­ 
sertation on methods of surf 
fishing. 
F irst there is the old standby 
method of heavy tackle, which 
we shall go over here. Here 
we advise a long rod, and erne 
which should be fairly limber 
and as long as one can easily 
handle. Many anglers often buy 
their own blank and wrap it 
themselves to get a rod which 
they can be proud of. 
A rod ten to 12 feet in length 
is usually ideal. Next is a reel, 
which can be of the conventional 
type and should be able to hold 
up to 300 yards of 20-pound 
monofilament (we recommend

this weight so that it can be 
used for rock fishing.) 
There are two schools of 
thought as to terminal tackle. 
One is to have a swivel with a 
safety pin to which is attached 
to the leaders. Also, a change 
in hook up can easily be made 
with this type of tackle. 
If one is going strictly for 
surf fishing the swivel and lead­ 
er angle can be done away with 
and the swivel kept at the end 
of the line with the weight at­ 
tached. The weight can vary 
from two to six ounces, depend­ 
ing upon the current of the wa­ 
ter. 
As to hooks, three are, we con­ 
sider, sufficient. They should 
be snelled to five-pound mono­ 
filament and about one foot long 
and attached with the proper 
type of loops to the line. Any 
tackle catalogue will demon­ 
strate the proper type of loop 
to use. These should be about 18 
inches apart. 
One 
thing we 
recommend 
when purchasing a reel. Do not 
buy a cheap one. Get a good 
standard type which is made by 
any of the well-known manufac­ 
turers of fishing equipment. A 
good reel can cost up to $25. 
We have discovered that some 
of the “ cheap” reels have been 
nothing but inventions of the 
devil and usually can be count­ 
ed upon to go out at the wrong 
time. 
One can use a heavy duty spin­ 
ning outfit, although it will cost 
more than the conventional rig. 
The advantage of this is that 
one can fish lighter, using a 15 
pound test line with a three way 
swivel. One end is attached to 
the line; one to a weight and 
leader about 12 inches long and 
maybe to a two-ounce sinker 
and the other leg to a four- 
foot, five-pound test leader and 
sm aller hook. 
We usually like a number two 
or three while the conventional 
set-up will require a much larg­ 
er, say a number one, size 
hook. 
The conventional rig can be 
used more successfully for rock 
and bottom fishing since the 
spinning rig is not as handy 
around rocks and kelp where it 
is more liable to get caught.

The number of bank robberies 
jumped from 29 in 1967 to 102 in 
19G8. And thus far this year the 
rate is even higher. 
There were eight robberies of 
banking institutions in the first 
10 days of 1969, including four 
in one day, which set a new 
record. 
In 
addition 
to 
inflicting 
financial 
losses on the banks, 
the 
robberies 
are bad 
for 
customer relations. Customers 
complain that the lines at the 
teller 
windows 
were 
long 
enough already. 
When a robber comes in and 
forces his way to the head of 
the line, there is a lot of 
grumbling. 
The 
banks,

course, aren’t to blame, but the 
customers resent the extra wait 
anyway. 
Moreover, there are always a 
few customers who get a thrill 
out of being in a bank when it is 
robbed.

Americans have had it good for a long time, especially those 
born since the late 1930s. The question now arises: Have they 
had it too good for their own good? 
Remembering that there is a minority that has always had it 
not so good whatever the state of the economy, for the mass of 
middle-class Americans, the 30 or so years beginning just be­ 
fore World War II have been one steady upward spiral of 
prosperity. 
True, there have been a couple of recessions, notably one 
in 1957. But the difference between a recession and a depres­ 
sion is that in a depression, everybody recedes. This has not 
happened in the living memory of the average American, whose 
age is now put at 27. Neither has the average American known 
real inflation. 
Technically, the expanding economy which America has en­ 
joyed for more than a quarter of a century has not been an in­ 
flationary one because — again for most Americans — real in­ 
come has kept well ahead of prices. If the dollar has shrunk 
to a mere wisp of its 1939 self, for most of us there have been 
a lot more dollars available to spend on things beyond basic 
needs. 
Today, however, inflation looms as a definite threat, and the 
aftermath of inflation has historically been depression. 
Millions of workers, despite wage increases in 1968, find 
themselves no better off, or even a little worse off, than they 
were a year ago in the face of both higher prices and higher 
taxes. But they have not trimmed their desires or their expec­ 
tations.

An economist suggests that this may constitute a potentially 
dangerous “ new dimension” in the economic picture —this ap­ 
parent willingness of people to pay rapidly increasing prices. 
“ Traditionally,” says Walter Hoadley, executive vice presi­ 
dent of the Bank of America, “ the American consumer has re­ 
acted to higher prices by saying: “ If that car is so darned 
much I’m not going to buy it. I’ll wait until it gets cheaper.’ 
This attitude helped bring prices back in line.” 
Today, evidently no one believes prices will ever get back 
in line. So instead of retrenching, they are buying now. and un­ 
doubtedly many are doing so in the belief that if they don’t, 
they will only have to pay higher prices in the future. 
Hoadley is confident that government restraints on the econ­ 
omy, chiefly continued heavy taxes and high Federal Reserve 
interest rates, will put the brakes on inflation in 1969. But if 
they don’t — “ then we’ve got a new ball game in which the mo- 
memtum and the inflationary psychology are going to build up a 
terrific head of steam and lead us into an adjustment that we are 
not going to be happy with.” 
This recalls the warning of Secretary of the Treasury George 
Humphrey in 1957 that America could be heading for a depres­ 
sion that would “ curl your hair.” 
It didn’t happen. It is to be hoped that Hoadley is as far off 
the beam as Humphrey was and that Americans have learned 
enough so that they will neither spend themselves into a de­ 
pression nor scare themselves into one. 
A word to the wise, however, is never amiss. And the word is 
prudence, not panic, on all levels of our national economic life.

Able Attorney General John N. Mitch­ 
ell, who is not a man to back away from 
a fight, is sure to tangle soon—and hard 
— with the Mafia. That problem has grown 
as the dope problem has grown —one feed­ 
ing on the other —and the Mitchell move 
will be designed to attack all fronts. 
The problem Mr. Mitchell faces—fun­ 
damentally misunderstood by the public 
and totally distorted on TV — is that the 
Mafia is as much a philosophy as it is an 
organization, and more so. 
The 
Mafia has no 
structure 
whatever, 
no admission 
rules, 
no 
elections, 
nor 
even any recognition 
signals. 
A 
Mafioso trains 
a 
son 
or 
relative 
in the caste’s philo­ 
sophy and 
methods, 
endorses him among 
the right people and 
another 
Mafioso is 
gradually created. 
By their acceptance of the most pre­ 
stigious among themselves the Mafioso 
are cemented together under a Capo 
(Chief) Mafioso. And again, never for­ 
mally elected, which would be danger­ 
ous, if a Capo Mafioso achieves suffi­ 
cient self-generated internal prestige he 
may become a Don. He has made him­ 
self into one of the brotherhood’s eld­ 
ers. 
This self-designation and self-imposi­ 
tion and the peculiar cross-recognition 
make up the substance which forms each 
layer of the Mafia into a caste and con­ 
structs the brotherhood as a whole. 
It is often not even called the Mafia, 
which is the correct name, but, instead 
the Unione Sicilione, which it is not, or 
some euphemism like The Syndicate or, 
in the old days, the Black Hand or what­ 
not, none of which is correct. 
The Mafia is the Mafia. And the ab­ 
sence of any organizational structure, 
the absence of records, of any bylaws 
or codified scripture, or, in fact, any 


writing, and with no discernible ranks, 
although 
its ranks are real, accounts 
for its security and the basis of Mr. Mit­ 
chell’s problem alike. 
Born of its Sicilian origins, there are 
five cardinal rules. (1) A Mafioso must 
aid a brother in trouble with the author­ 
ities, any authorities. (2) He must never 
reveal a brother’s name or admit the 
existence of the caste. (3) He must obey 
a council of those senior to him and its 
rules, which are called Omertà. (4) He 
must 
consider an outsider’s offense 
against a brother as an offense against 
himself and the entire brotherhood. (5) 
He must under no circumstances ap­ 
peal to the police, the courts or any of­ 
ficial authority for redress. 
The final warning of a Don or Capo 
Mafioso is to quietly put his bent fore­ 
finger into his mouth and clinch his 
teeth over it. The particularly hated en­ 
emy is murdered in an ancient and par­ 
ticularly cruel way, instantly recognized 
by all police everywhere. 
Ancient antecedents are more heavily 
at work in Mr. Mitchell’s problem than 
seems possible. Generations of Sicilians 
and their Mediterranean cousins speak 
of a French soldier serving the hated 
Angevin Prince’s French occupying forc­ 
es in 1282. He raped and killed a young 
Palermo, Sicily, bride. The bridegroom 
killed him, 
screaming, 
“ Morte alia 
Francia Italia anela” — “ Death to the 
French is Italy’s cry.” The initials of 
this cry are the legendary source of the 
word Mafia. 
When an Italian king of the 1860s 
unified Italy and Sicily the Mafia no long­ 
er had a foreign occupation to combat. 
But they remained skillfully organized 
for murder, extortion, 
smuggling and 
the preservation of their Omertà, which, 
translated, means a “ conspiracy of si­ 
lence.” 
The Mafia discovered America in the 
1880s and the rich land of liberty did 
the rest. New Orleans, teeming with a 
Little Italy, was our first city to encoun­ 
ter the results. 
The Mafia had taken over the docks, 
as it has New York City’s today, and a 
Don killed Chief of Police David Hennes­ 
sey. The outraged New Orelansians then 
wrote into our national record the lar­ 
gest lynching foray ever performed in tiie 
history of the United States. 
The century has changed, times have 
changed, laws have changed, the people 


have changed; but, literally and actual­ 
ly, the Mafia has not. Attorney General 
Mitchell will totally reorganize the gov­ 
ernment’s attack on this hard-core cen­ 
ter of the dope traffic, which is now the

County building 


Santa Barbara County's building valu­ 
ation reached the $37.5 million mark 
in 1968, a substantial rise over the 1967 
total. 
County Building Department figures 
revealed this week showed that the pace 
of county building permits during De­ 
cember continued high with valuation of 
over $3 million placed on them, far 
above the December volume in 1967 as 
well. 
What will happen in 1969 is another 
story, with interest rates up again as 
the war on inflation continues. 
Complete analysis of the $37.5 million 
construction figures of 1968 is not yet 
possible. But it appears likely that a 
large part of the total is in commercial 
construction, as home-building has pick­ 
ed up in some localities, principally Go- 
leta Valley, but not in others since the 
new tight money era. 
The 1968 total shows a rise of about 
$7.7 
million in permit valuation over 
1967 
in the county’s unincorporated 
areas, which do not include the five ci­ 
ties of Santa Barbara, Santa Maria, 
Lompoc, Carpinteria and Guadalupe. 
But to get proper perspective in the 
county building picture it seems neces­ 
sary to go back a few years. It was in 
1963 that the county construction pace 
was almost unbelievable, compared to 
that of today. The permit valuation 
total that year was $71.1 million, an all- 
time high in Building Officer RayNokes’ 
records. Previous high -water mark in 
the county areas had been achieved in 
1962 with total valuation of $70.8 mil­ 


lion, a mighty respectable figure, too. 
The big dropoff in county construc­ 
tion started in 1964 with valuation of 
$47.5 on new permits. This was the 
sharpest drop in any one year for many 
years, and came after the record figure 
was achieved. 
Thus, any graph on county construc­ 
tion figures would show pronounced ups 
and downs in the past decade alone. 
Major influences have been Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, UC Santa Barbara’s 
growing campus, and reactions caused 
by overbuilding of homes. 
In 1962 and 1963, the records show 
approved 
subdivisions with a to»al of 
more than 11,000 lots being set up for 
single-family homes. Permits were tak­ 
en out for 2,193 single family homes in 
1963 alone. 
Now the trend has been toward more 
and more multiple residential units, 
while resales of existing honn»s have 
kept real estate brokers in busy cit­ 
ies such as Santa Barbara. 
The story of building in the unincor­ 
porated areas is not complete without 
mention of Goleta Valley and its con­ 
tinuing economic surge. Permit valua­ 
tions in 1968 in Goleta Valley totaled 
$23.3 million or almost two-thirds of 
the entire county figure. It’s interesting 
to note that in 1967 Goleta Valiev also 
tallied almost two - thirds the county 
total of $28.7 million. 


In the big year of 963 the Goleta Val­ 
ley permit valuation figure was an as­ 
tounding $47.4 million.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
On the Monday before New Year’s 
Day, Sen. Edward (Ted) Kennedy tele­ 
phoned Sen. Russell Long to discuss his 
challenge to the latter as assistant 
Democratic Senate leader. He got the dis­ 
tinct impression I>ong was surprised to 
hear of it. 
Yet in the four pre­ 
vious days Kennedy 
had personally talk- 
, 
ed to many of Long’s

him or encourage him. 
Long told Kennedy some 40 of the 57 
Senate Democrats would support the 
Louisianan's bid for re-election as Dem­ 
ocratic whip. From his own soundings 
from Sun Valley, Kennedy was convinc­ 
ed that was far off the mark. 
The exact moment the challenge idea 
ook shape in Kennedy’s mind is hard to 
nail down. But it became an active 
endeavor the day after Christmas when 
an aide in Washington picked up the 
telephone and heard the senator's voice 
from Chicago’s O’Hare Field, where he 
was between planes en route to Sun Val­ 
ley. 
“ What about the whip?” Kennedy asked. 
The aide, like others after him, was 
staggered. He immediately jumped in as 
devil’s advocate, ticking off the disad­ 
vantages of the job — it ties you down, 
it's a bone-crusher, etc. But he knew 
then Kennedy had already decided to make 
the challenge. 
The senator found time to ski just 
once with his family as he canvassed 
the country from his lodge room, talk­ 
ing to every senator he could reach. By 
Saturday night his key staff people had 
the formal word that he was going all- 
out for the post. 
Though the original checks wereatest 
of sentiment rather than a mustering 
of votes, Kennedy could tell right off 
that the thing was cracking his way. 


Early on, he got encouragement not 
just from easily won liberals but from 
such establishment types as Sen. Henry 
Jackson of Washington. 
Later added to this roster were oth- 
ers in the solid center like Sens. Stu­ 
art Symington of Missouri and Daniel 
Inouye of Hawaii. 
The logistics involved in reaching sen­ 
ators over the holidays were incredibly 
difficult, and here the staff pitched in. 
Some were scattered through vacation 
spots in the Caribbean and elsewhere. 
Sen. Warren Magnuson of Washington 
was in a house without a telephone and 
was not actually tapped for days. 


Back in Washington from Sun Valley, 
Kennedy began the real nose-counting. He 
got a further lift from indications of 
some southern backing. Three Old South 
Democrats surely voted for him — Sens. 
Albert Gore of Tennessee, William Spong 
of Virginia and Ralph Yarborough of Tex­ 
as. 
No firm indication ever came to the 
Kennedy camp, but there is reason to 
believe a fourth southerner, Sen. J.W . 
Fulbright of Arkansas, may have come 
his way. He left a proxy vote for Long 
when he went off on a vacation but then 
flew back suddenly to vote in person. 
The only serious offset to Kennedy’s 
significant pickups among southerners 
and middle-road establishment types was 
the defection of three of the labeled lib. 
erals — Sens. Eugene McCarthy, Gaylord 
Nelson of Wisconsin, Vance Hartke of 
Indiana. 
The latter two appear to have decid­ 
ed to repay Long for certain past favors, 
though of Nelson it may also be said 
that lie has never been exactly a Ken­ 
nedy fan. The amazing defection of Mc­ 
Carthy, allegedly founded on his judg­ 
ment that Kennedy as whip would rep­ 
resent no “ real reform” in Senate lead­ 
ership, is already a story well-told by 
others. 
It will almost certainly turn out to be 
more help than hindrance to Kennedy, 
who demonstrated in eight days of near­ 
ly single-handed, audacious tactical en­ 
deavor that he knows when to pick a tough 
political fight and how to win it.
